Captain Schlemmer. two mates and six
Japanese of the crew stepped ashore
this morning atthe Naval wharf with
scarcely more than their clothes to
their backs. The schooner was a com-
plete loss. Some of her cargo was

, saved. None of the crew lost their
lives however although all had a close
call.

The Kennedy left Honolulu February
9 en route to Laysah and Midway Isl-

The vessel encountered rough, baffling
weather two days after she cleared the
Hawaiian Islands. Westerly weather
prevailed and sho did not reach Lay-
san until March 2, 21 days out. The
vessel called at the western side of the
Islands where the most natural harbor
lies. She tied up to the buoy about a
mile from the reef. Captain Schlem-
mer completed his business nshore and
the following day March 3, started for
Midway.

The vessel had cut loose from the
buoy, all sail was set and she was some
distance away from the buoy heading
out to sea. when the wind and sea
suddenly sprang up. Captain Schlem
mer says that the seas were tremen
dous and were piling In from the sea
as far as the eye could reach. 'The
little craft about 85 tons register, was
helpless In the teeth of the gale. A
